Mr J. Bell Irving. for come time the ma 
naging partner of Mesars Jardino, Mathcson 
& Co., at this port, left this morning per 
Zokte Masu for home vid Japan and Ame- 
rica, on # well-earned trip. r Bell-Irving 
has-been a resident of Shanghai for a poriod 
of rather more than five years, and hag 
taken almost from the first a prominent 
part in the management of the eminent 
firm. Ho is a keen sportsman, and has 
taken a share in those sports for which 
Shanghai is famous, and for which it offers 
soch advantages—shooting andracing. Mr 
Bell-Irving is himself n first rate shot, and 
was usually accompanied in his trips up- 
country by a party of keen shots, and the 
bags of the annual party are famous. He 
coutributed to the public amosement by 
keeping a large stud of race ponics, and 
raced for the pure love of sport, hardly ever 
making @ bet, His animals bore the blue 
and silver jacket, so well known to the 
China turf, again to the front in Shanghai 
after a long absence.

In other 
words he was to receive board aud _lodg- 
ing and £60 a year for three yours, with 
a prospect of a bonus of £50 at the end 
of the third year, if he behaved himeslf, 
Now, ‘so long as‘ our spcial system is 
what it is, any two men have a legal 
right to enter into any agreement they 
choose for their mutu 
they do not. unduly. prejudice others: by 
so doing. The equity’ of the arrange- 
mont is a matter which concerns the par- 
ties to the agreement and them. alone; 
and if, ip a contract between two men— 
master and servantueto help exch other 
on-in life one helps hiroself more than 
tha other, the latter, having presuma: ly 
entered into. the contract with his eyes 
open, has to_put ap with thé-consequen> 
cos, We are not seying that the contract 
made in this instance was inequitable on 
the one side or the other; we-do°not 
know enough of the custom and. the st-

goom to us the shortest road to happi- 
ness ; but if the Plaintiff chose to accept 
it, in spite of the fact, as ho says, and 
probably with truth, that he might have 
dono better at home, that waa hia affair. 
It was only natural,that Messrs Suyle 
& Co, should provide themsclves against 
the possibility, hy reason of the Plaintiff’: 
misconduct, of throwing away the £60 
advanced for passage monty ; “for thoy 
would certainly be lacking in bosiness 
qualities if they laid themselves open to 
any such loss without the smallest safe: 
guard. 

However, the Plaintiff comes out 
bere, and, finding that he has taken a 
leap in the dark, ‘and that very little 
money goea a vory litle way in shang 
hai, be enters upon a course of 
misconduct which culmiuat.d in his dis- 
charge, as the Court held justifiably. 
The letter written to the British Consul 
in hia behalf by some of the other young 
men in tho house, and the statoment of 
Mr Spring that the firm had been obliged 
to modify tboir agreements, show that 
there is more than the latent spirit of 
dissatisfaction amongst the employes of 
the firm at the conditions in which they 
find themselves placed ; and we think 
after the case of Esh they will do well to 
exercise forbearance, whilst the firm 
will no doubt gee the propriety of pre- 
venting the discontent smouldering by 
adopting, on their part, a policy of 
conciliation, so far as is compatible with 
the requirements of the business. 

On tho law of tho case of Exh v. Saylo 
it is not necessary to say much; but it is 
only fair to the Plaintiff to point out that 
bis caso might bavo assumed a different 
complexion if he had had the advantago 
cf logal arsietance. We do not say that 
the result would have been different, but 
that it might have been. The law of 
master and servant, although it bas beon 
improved of late, is not yet in an alto- 
gether satiafuctory condition, as it in- 
variably leans towards the master ; bat 
such a it ie, it has to be upheld and 
enforced, There were many legal points 
which tho Plaintiff Esh might have urgod 
had he koown, and some of which bis 
Lordship hinted ot; but it was hardly, 
perbaps, to be expected that a person in 
tho position of the Plaintiff, and know- 
ing nothing of law, should be able to 
appreciate them, But, however d ead- 
ventageously he waa situated, he could 
not complain of impatience on the part 
of the Judge, for his Lordship extended 
him an indulgence which he would have 
got in no law Court at home. 

Tho moral to be learned from the case 
is that young men should read agreements 
before thoy sign them, and that they 
should ascertain the relative value of 
money in different parts of tho world 
before journeying thither,—Courier,

SIR HERCULES ROBINSON ON 
EDUCATION. 

I¢ maybe of some interest to our 
readers ata time like this, when there 
are Iurgg and multiforions schemes on 
the tafe in this Colony, in the matter 
of Education, and when opposing views 
permente the minds of those who take 
any interest in public affairs, to read the 
remarks Sir Hercules Robinson made 
the other day at the opening of tha 
Normal Schools at Wellington. Sir 
Hercules arid he had carefully observed 
the working of the educational system 
here and in other countries, and he 
thought the New Zealand scheme admir- 
able in general design but defective in 
one or two details. It was, he believed, 
the most comprehensive and ambitions 
scheme of freo public instruction os yet 
adopted by any country in the world, 
but he doubted whether the programme 
of primary instruction was not too varied 
and likely to prove too costly, where, 
considering the very early ago at which 
the majority of children ara removed 
from school, the cramming them with 
instruction in auch a variety of subjects 
would tend to lower the standard of 
efficiency in reading, writing ond arith- 
metic, objects of primary importance, 
thus substituting o smattering of many 
subjecta for thoroughness in few. He 
doubted too whether the attempt to pro- 
vide the machinery for supplying the 
whole of the youthful population of the 
Colony with free education of a-varied 
and advanced character embraced in six 
standards, would not entail upon the 
country an expenditure more heavy than . 
can be borne, He expressed great ree 
grat that nll the local sources of revenus 
such as school rates and fees were done 
away with. He thought the attendance 
should be compulsory, and a small fee 
be chargod; also that the extent to which 
moral training is ignored in the national 

au of education is to bo regretted, 
The compromise regarding Bible aan 
as adopted nt Homo and. in Now Sout! 

Wales he thought n, wise one,.and ho 
spoke strongly on this point, quoting a 
number of authorities as to religion 
being the best foundation of morality. 
Sir Hercules concluded by saying 

‘(T have thus stated: to you frankly 
what appear to me to ba the went: points 
in your educational plan, nainely, that 
it will entail a larger expenditure than
